A month ago, and even less, the world 
was in a turmoil of apprehension over many 
things, The sinister power of atomic energy, 
the activities of spies, the uncertain ambi- 
tions of restless nations, the famine in Eur- 
ope and shortages at home and abroad—all 
these had induced a state of mind not far 
short of despair. 

None of these things are less dangerous 
today than they were four weeks ago. But 
there is less worrying about them. People 
take them just as seriously as they ever did. 
But there is a new confidence that their 
hazards may be controlled and overcome. 

The truth is that spring has stepped into 
the world picture. And the spirit of spring is 
the spirit of courage and of hope. 


“Import and Prosper” 


“Exports are not primarily a part of the 
Canadian economy. It is imports we should 
think of first.” 

This arresting and apparently heterodox 
statement is from an address by Dr. Allan 
M. A. McLean, general manager of Connors 
Bros. Ltd., when he recently received an 
honorary doctorate from Acadia University. 

Dr. McLean bases this striking belief on 
the fact that it is a mistake to sell abroad 
goods which we can use at home for the 
mere opportunity of building up what is 
optimistically called a “favorable balance of 
trade”. He contends that Canada should use 
surplus production for exchange and not to 
create debt claims. 

“All production,” he says, “should be de- 
signed to fill our domestic needs first and all 
trade should be planned to bring in wealth 
we cannot produce or produce as well as we 
can the surplus commodities we give in ex- 
change.” 

It is true that the Canadian people are 
the first charge on the economy of Canada, 
although famine in Europe may have estab- 
lished a temporary exception to this general 
principal on humanitarian grounds. As a 

eneral thing, however, Canadians should 
ook after the home market first and labor 
should be employed to the utmost to provide 
the foods and commodities essential to a 
good living. 

We must have lumber, minerals, wheat, 


beef, fish, potatoes, bacon, pork and many | 


other goods, These should be provided in full 
measure for our own people by encouraging 
a full production which is the only source 
of wealth. 

The physical distribution of these goods 
is not difficult in this power age. The finan- 
cial distribution may require some modern- 
izing.

Taylor Champions 
Teachers’ Rights 


Teachers without university de-| 
grees who might be discharged! 
without due cause were success-| 
fully defended in the Legislature! 
Thursday by Gordon E. Taylor 
-(8C—Drumheller), while members| 
‘were considering amendments to 
the School Act. 

THE CLAUSE TO WHICH Mr. 
Taylor objected included the re-! 
placement of a teacher by one of} 
high qualifications under the head-! 
ing of “betterment of educational 
qualifications”, When the bill had! 
come up for second reading Mr. 
Taylor had attacked this clause 
vigorously and when the objection- 
able clause was brought before the 
committee of the whole assembly 
he renewed his onslaught. Mem-| 
bers of the house agreed with the 
Drumheller member and the of- 
fending clause was removed from 
the act. 

Hon. R. Earl Ansley, minister of 
education, said that the amendment 
had been suggested by the trustees’ 
association and at the time he had 
seen no objections to it. 

However, he also reported that) 
the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
had feared the clause since it 
might be used to their serious dis-| 
advantage. He would not make any| 
recommendation to house though 
he suggested that it would be to) 
the advantage of school pupils if 
the trustees were allowed to better 
the quality of teachers. 

THE MINISTER thought the ob- 
jection might be covered by adding 
an amendment to the effect that 
those “who by virtue of superior 
qualifications or professional re- 
cord might be expected to render 
more effective service”. 

Mr, Taylor blasted this suggest- 
foin, labelling it a noose around 
the neck of those without high 
qualifications which some would 


ed that it was not wise at the mo-| 
ment to change the legislation. The 
amendment to the act was deleted 
when members voted. 

MR. TAYLOR ALSO WON his 
point and a little more when he 
vice-principal 
should be appointed in schools of 
15 or more rooms. He found sup-

mine, They are men who have 
been denied their civilian oppor- 
tunities because they have been in 
uniform for the purpose of defend- 
ing this country and all the people 
in it, 

HAD THERE not been a war, or 
had they not been willing to wear 
the uniform and bear arms in time 
of danger, most of them would 
have been well established in civ- 
ilian jobs today. It would be 
a shameful thing if the people of 
this country were ever to forget 
that fact. But today there is a 
growing tendency for people to 
overlook it. 

Those men saw the sacrifices 
this country, and the people of this 
country, were willing to make 
when their safety was at stake. 
They remember the promises that 
were made to them that “this time” 
there would be jobs and homes and 
opportunities waiting for them. 
They recall that the best wasn't 
quite good enough for them, as 
far as the citizens of this country 
were concerned, when there was 
some fighting—and some dying— 
to be done. 

LIKE KIPLING’S “Tommy At- 
kins” they recall that it was 
“special train for Atkins when the 
trooper’s on the tide.” They had 
lots of friends in the troubled days. 
Kipling said of his Tommy—“But 
Tommy’s not a bloomin’ fool—you 
bet that Tommy sees.” And our 
fellows aren’t bloomin’ fools either. 
They see. They see a lot of things.

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Child Delinquency 
Fault of Parents 


Two prominent members of law- 
enforcement circles Thursday ex- 
pressed similar views in that the 
fault, and oftentimes the cause, of 
juvenile delinquency can be ascrib- 
ed almost entirely to adults, the 
home life and the general concep- 
tion of morality. 

ADDRESSING the Optimists’ 
club, Judge C. L. Willis, of the 
Juvenile Court, said: “In many 
cases that come before me I have 
found that society as a whole is 
more delinquent than the juvenile 
in question.” 

He named the home and com- 
munity as definite influences that 
helped to pattern the conduct of a 
child. He said that delinquency 
today was a challenge to society 
and that it was time a start was 
made for the redemption of way- 
watd youth, “if for nothing else 
than to make our future safer by 
building a better type of citizen.” 

He commended the Optimists for 
their progressive work in assisting 
young boys and keeping them on 
the straight path. He said if it were 
not for foster homes the world 
would have a much larger record 
of crimes and a larger number of 
criminals. Judge Willis stated that 
98 per cent of delinquents came 
from broken homes. 

Superintendent R. H. Darling, 
RCMP, provincial Scout commis- 
sioner, told members of the Lions’ 
club that the formative years of a 
juvenile were precious treasures in 
that what the child absorbed dur- 
ing them largely governed the type 
of citizen he or she would be at 
maturity. 

AS ONE OF THE MOST effec- 
tive influences toward exemplary 
citizenship Supt. Darling advocated 
membership in the Boy Scouts’ 
Association. 

There was no influence as effec- 
tive as the home and the parents, 
however, and it was there that an 
atmosphere of harmony, tolerance 
and understanding would do more 
than anything else to build good 
Canadian citizens.

HATCHERY OUTLOOK 

This week’s summary is based on re- 
ports received from 22 hatcheries out 
of a total of 47 hatcheries for the prov- 
ince, and represents setting capacity 
of 62 per cent. of the total capacity 
for the province. Total capacity in 
use by these 22 hatcheries reporting 
is 68 per cent. Total chicks hatched 
to date by these hatcheries is 626,313, 
with an average hatchability of 65 per 
cent. The demand for pullets remains 
exceptionally good, and demand for 


cockerels is improving. During the 


jweek 6,600 lightweight cockerels, 1,111 


heavyweight cockerels, and 500 un- 
sexed heavy breed chicks were de- 
stroyed. Breeds most in demand are 
New Hampshires, White Leghorns, Bar- 
red Rocks, in this order, The ma- 
jority of the hatcheries remain heav- 
ily booked for deliveries well into 
May. 

1946 broilers are beginning to ap- 
pear on the local market. One party 
has made a contract for the purchase 
of three to four thousand day-old 
cockerels weekly for the remainder 
of the season. Approximately 50 per 
cent. of these birds are caponized, the 
balance crate fed and processed at 
two months and sold on the local 
market. To date demand for this type 
of poultry is very keen, especially in 
hotel and restaurant trade.

LONDON, March 22.— (Reuters) 
—The government's sweeping new 
health service bill which provides 
for free medical, hospital and 
dental treatment for all from 1948, 
today occupied almost 25 per cent 
of the space in London's four-to- 
eight page morning newspapers 
and also drew considerable edis 
torial comment in the British press. 

THE TIMES, Independent, said 
the bill is “far from ideal and for 
many will be bitter medicine,” 
while the Conservative Daily Telee 
graph said that although in provide 
ing every kind of health service 
to all it sweeps away many admire 
able things, yet “the weight of 
argument is on the side of the new 
order which this bill creates.” 

The labor Daily Herald declared 
that the bill's “great principles wil} 
be acclaimed by the nation,” while 
the Liberal News Chronicle wele 
comed it as “a bold and enlightens 
ed measure.” 

THE CONSERVATIVE Dails 
Express emphasized the cost of the 
measure in taxes and said that “it 
is folly to speak of this great ene 
deavor of people to better theif 
health as ‘free’ medical service”. 

The Conservative Daily Mail pubs 
lished a two-column article by Dr 
Charles Hill, general secretary of 
the British Medical Association, 
governing body of the medical pro» 
fession, entitled “50,000 doctors sayy 
‘the plan won't work’.”
